overcast sky. That was just for a 
brief period early In the afternoon 
and really did not constitute sun- 
shine in any sense of the word- 
therefore it is safe to say that if 
Mr. G. Hog saw his shadow he sure 
has good eyesight, and if he was 
afraid of that measley little shadow 
he certainly is a big coward. 


Tradition has it that on the sec- 


ond day of February each year the 
Groundhog comes up from his win- 
ter home in the ground to inspect 
the upground situation—to determ- 
ine whether the hardest part of 
winter is over and whether he shall 
remain outside and enjoy the early 
approach of spring, or dive back 
to his subterranean home and re- 
turn to his bed for another 
six 


weeks' snooze in warmth and com- 
fort. 
This same tradition says if 
the sun shines on February 2 and 
the groundhog sees his shadow he 
becomes frightened and retires to 
his underground home again, this 
meaning another six weeks of win- 
ter before spring will appear. If it 
is cloudy and there is no sunshine 
he does not see his shadow and re_- 
mains outside and therefore spring 
is at hand and winter is a thing of 
the past. 
There are those in Corsicana who 


claim the day is all wroung—that 
it is February 14, St. Valentine's 
Day, when the little timid animal

down, Dr. Ditmars admits despair- 
ingly in an article In the March is- 
sue of McCall's, in which he writes 
of the queer ways of animals and 
of the queerer ways of man's be- 
liefs about them. 


The groundhog is the husky east- 


ern relative of the prairie dog. In 
the fall he cats until he is bursting 
fat. 
Then he descends into his'Bur- 


row, rolls up in a ball and falls in- 
to a deep-sleep. If he is dug out in 
the winter time he may be rolled 
around like a ball and cannot be 
awakened unless warmed up. 


By the same token, if a warm 
sun comes along in late winter he 
may actually rouse out and wander 
around a bit. The same fickle sun- 
shine may cause a few frogs to 
float up from the mud and feebly 
croak or lure the blacksnake from 
its hibernating crevice. 
But the 


groundhog would not stir unless he 
felt it; and he certainly returns the 
moment the winter chill penetrates 
his thinning coat of fat.

president 


would be compelled to give, up his 
exacting duties on the bench. 
He had seemed worn and worried 
for weeks, and it appeared to be 
only a matter of time when a suc- 
cessor should be named.

seen, because President Hoover has 
not yet accepted Mr. Taft's resig- 
nation.

Three seaplanes engaged to search 
the Texas and Louisiana coast for 
possible survivors of the tug Edgar 
F. Coney, which sank last Tuesday 
in the Gulf of Mexico sixty miles 
east of here with 14 officers and 
crew aboard, were held to the wa- 
ter today by a fog. 


The ill-fated tug was found Sun- 


day In 45 feet of water, with her 
foremast sticking about four feet 
above the surface, by President M. 
T. Ball of the Sabine Towing com- 
pany, owners of the Edgar F. Con- 
ey, aboard the rescue ship Asher J. 
Hudson. 


The body of Edward Van Breeck, 


second mate, was the only one of 
the fourteen who lost their lives in 
the storm that had been recovered 
this morning. It was found by mem- 
bers of the tanker W. E. Hutton 
and brought to Port Arthur Sun- 
day. 


A stirring description of how the 


ill-fated Edgar F. Coney went down 
was given by Ball upon his arrival 
here. The description was gleaned 
from Captain A. Barreos, skipper 
of the Pure Oil barge Detenox, tow- 
ed by the tug at the time of the 
sinking. 


"We had been making good time 


all day," Ball quoted Captain Bar- 
reos as saying, "when about 9 p. m., 
a blow came up, At the time we 
were making about five miles an 
hour. The wind gained in intensity 
and the light aboard the tug went 
out several times before ten o'clock, 
then at 10.45 they went out, and in 
a few minutes we heard screams 
of men in the water. 


"We threw over lifebuoys 
and 
stage planks, but we couldn't lower 
our lifeboats on account of the high 
running sea. We couldn't even get 
to the bottom 
deck of the barge,

"We knew that something had 


happened to the tug, but we didn't 
know what until daylight.

making federal prisons self- 
supporting gives promise of 
success. 
Men confined in 


penal institutions prefer ac- 
tivity to idleness, and it is 
not surprising that prisoners 
should manifest a desire, 
when once started in a pro- 
ductive industry, to excel 
their own accomplishments 
as they become more expert. 


It is a result of this inborn 


'desire, 
which 
produces 


"champions" in every line of 
endeavor, that the produc- 
tion of cotton duck in the At- 
lanta 
penitentiary is con- 


stantly growing in volume. 
Prisoners in that institution 
take pride in beating their 
former production records. 


While the object of the 


prison factories at Atlanta is 
to produce a sufficient quan- 
tity of coarser cotton 
ma- 


terials for the needs of the 
federal government', Leaven- 
worth is striving to increase 
its production of shoes to 
supply the demands of the 
Indian service and all feder- 
al prisons. In the course _of 
a month this shoe factory in- 
creased its output 40 pei- 
cent without materially in- 
creasing its working force.

than natural light would 
give. 


Now the insect world is to 


be lighted up, to the destruc- 
tion of some of the pests that 
infest orchards, 
fields and 


gardens. 
Many a clumsy 


moth has gone to its death1 
in the flame of a lamp or 
candle, but never before has 
wholesale killing been plan- 
ned through 
such means. 


Such creatures 
are 
most 


readily attacked, not in the 
winged stage, but in the co- 
coon or as larvae. To catch 
them on the wing will be a 
triumph for science. A meth- 
od has been evolved. 


Electric light traps will be 


placed in the 
orchards 
to 


lure the female moth before 
she lays her eggs in the 
heart of the apple blossoms. 
Success will depend to some 
extent on the time of day 
she emerges from her cocoon 
and the length of time that 
elapses between 
her birth 


and hr egg-laying. If she 
does not come out in the full 
light of day and is attracted 
by the incandescent traps, 
her fate and that of her 
progeny is sealed.

It was another day of slow rain, 


and Brady, 59-year-old former civil 
appeals court justice charged with 
killing Miss Lehlia Highsmith, 28, 
a stenographer with whom he had 
been going with, had to walk acorss 
a sidewalk deep in water from the 
jail to the courthouse. 


Despite the dismal nature of the 


weather and the

tions in prospect, a big crowd was 
here an hour before the opening 
of court at 10 a. m. 


A few minutes later, court was 


adourned until 2 p m., and the 
spectators were told there would 
be nothing this morning to see or 
hear.

probably sometime this afternoon. 


The jury will deliberate Brady's 


case under the "ne\v" Texas mur- 
der law which provides penalties 
ranging from two years imprison- 
ment to electrocution. If the de- 
fendant is found to have commit- 
ted murder without malice, his sen- 
tence'cannot be greater than five 
years.

Husband and wife living together 
may each make a separate return, 
of the income of each, or their in- 
come may be included in a single 
joint return, in which case the tax 
is computed on the aggregate net 
income. 
Under the heading of single in- 


dividuals 
are 
included divorcees 


and persons separated by mutual 
consent. A single person who is the 
head of a family and whose net in- 
come for 1929 was $1,500 or more 
must file a return, even though, 
by reason of the personal exemp- 
tion and credit for dependents, his 
income is not taxable. 


More than 4,000,000 individual in- 


come tax returns were filed last 
year. Many contained errors which 
knowledge of the fundamental pro- 
visions of the revenue act would 
have avoided.
